ation, 

Act No. V. or 1841, ‘ 

An Act for the greater uniformity of the process 
upon Trials fur State Offences, and the amendment 
of such process in certain cases. 

I. Whereas it is expedient that the rules of process 
for the trials of state offences should be mod 
witha view to uniformity at the different Prasidonei 
and whereas some of tho rules herstofore in force at 
particular Presidencies require amendment ;— 

It is hereby enacted, in modification of all regula- 
tions and parts of regulations affecting process spon 
trials for etate offences, that it shall be competent for 
the ordinary tribunals to try charges of treason, rebel- 
lion or other crime against the state, 

II, And it eby enacted, that it shall be com- 
petent for the Government of any Presidoncy to issue 
a commission for tho trial of any offences of treason, 
rebellion or crime against tho atate by ono or more 
Judges, together with such Law Officers as shall be 
required or without any such Officer, accerding as it 
a be deemed expedient. 

II. And it is hereby onacted, that the Courts con- 
voned under such Commissions are to try the 
prisoners brought before them in the same mauner ag 
in trials before the Ordinary Courts; and shall 
exercise all powers and authorities vested in such 
Conrts, except that their sentence, whether of 
acquittal or pnnishment, shall in every instance 
be reported with their proceedings to the highest 
Court of the Kust Lodia Company for Criminal mat- 
tery of the Presidency, previous to carrying the 
same into execution ; and they are to be guided as to 
the place where they aro to assemble, the persons to 
be tried hy them, and all other particulars not provided 
by any Regulation of the respective Presideucies, or by 
any Act of the Governor General of India in Courcil, 
by the special orders which they may receive from 
the executive Government, or from the highest Court 
ofthe East India Company for Criminal matters iu 
the Presidency.

. And it is hereby enacted, that the highest 
Courts of the East India Company for Criminal mat- 
ters of the reapective Presidencies on the receipt of 
any trials referred to them under this Act, are to pro~ 
ceed thereupon according to the rules in force with 
respect to other trials referred to them ; except that 
they are in every instance to report their sentences to 
the executive Government of the Presidency for the 
time being ; and are to wait the orders of Government 
for the period of three calendar months before they 
direct their sentence to be carried into execution.
